THE MISUSE OF THE MONEY POWER. 


One of the most significant sentences 
in the Yale address of Justice Brown 
which is rgported verbatim in the current 
mumber of the “Forum” is the following: 

If wealth will not respect the rules of com- 


mon honesty in the use of its power, it will 
have no reason to expect moderation or 


discretion on the part of those who resist 
ite encroachment. 

The root of nearly all the evils and 
dangers confronting us which Justice 
Brown pointed out in detail la suggested 
in this remark., When capital combines 
to oppress the people by corrupting leg- 
iglatures and courts and city councils it 
lays the foundation for a host of disor- 
Gers in the body politic. It forms the 
nucleus around which gather the forces 
which corrupt municipal, State and na- 
tional politics. Out of it grows machine 
bossism, venal voting and legislative 
boodlinge. 

The grievance which supplies food for 
demogogtem, anarchism and social and 
political disorder of every kind is the | 
dishonest use of the power of wealth to 
obtain greater wealth. When those who 
feel the brunt of oppression see this dis- 
honest power in control of the machinery 
of the Government and shielding itself 
and its dishonest gains behind courts 
and bayonets is it any wonder that pas- 
sion takes the place of calm reason? 

If we have difficulties and dangers 
that give cause for distrust of the per- 
manence of our institutions the misuse 
of the money power is responsible for it.

THE THIRD TERI TALK. 


In so far as the talk about a third 
term for Mr. Cleveland is simply the 
vaporings of sycophants, it is unworthy 
of notice. It has been Mr. Cleveland’s 
misfortune throughout his public career 
to be surrounded with a swarm of ad- 
mirers who persistently fed his already 
well developed egotism. Men of this kind 
have always had easy access to Mr. 
Cleveland, and their adulation has 
usually been in the nature of an exchange 
of sycophancy for patronage or other 
favors. It is with hangers-on of this 
kind that the third term talk originated. 
But since Cabinet officers have “dipped 
into the current of discussion,” there is 
@ growing suspicion on the part of the 
people that Mr. Cleveland Is really toying 
with the idea. 

And yet it is difficult to believe that he 
wili make a serious effort for a renom- 
fnation. He knows something of the 
strength of the popular sentiment against 
a third term, and though the sycophants 
above referred to hedge him in from 
accurate knowledge of the state of pop- 
ular feeling, he must be aware that he 
could not succeed where Grant failed. 

If there were any chance of his se- 
curing a renomination, there can be little 
doubt that any public or private enemies 
Mr. Cleveland may have would enoour- 
age him to secure it. The result would 
effectually and finally eliminate him from 
politics. He would be defeated more 
crushingly than was Horace Greeley.

They 
are talking now of the measure of in- 
crease and of ways and means of hand- 
ling it. They are looking for an unusual 
rush of trade, 

The whole country is sharing in re- 
newed prosperity, byt St. Louis is in 
an exceptionally advantageous position. 
Her territory is teeming with rich crops, 
her finances are in the best possible con- 
dition and the tide of new business which 
set in towards the city last spring will 
reach its fullness this fall.

OUR SORE CONSCIENCE PANACEA. 


The Bannock Indian outbreak is de- 
scribed by an esteemed contemporary as 
“only another manifestation of the grind- 
ing law of survival of the fittest which 
is rapidly driving the red man from the 
face of the earth.” 

The doctrine of the survival of the 


him that was 


fittest has been used so often as a sooth- 
ing balm for a sore conscience that it has 
come to be regarded in some quarters 
as a sovereign panacea for the guilt of 
all manner of injustices inflicted by one 
race upon another. From the standpoint 
of the stronger race it offers a satisfac- 
tory solution of all differences with the 
weaker race, 

But what of its moral sufficiency as a 
justification for wrong? The doctrine of 
the survival of the fittest merely asserts 
that in the struggle for existence the 
strong will outlast and master the weak. 
But is this any excuse for the strong as- 
suming that the weak who stand in his 
way are unfit to survive and proceeding 
to put them out of the way as quickly as 
possible? 

Applying the doctrine to our Indian 
wards, does it justify us in shooting 

hem because they are weaker than we 
are in numbers, intelligence and destruc- 
tive machinery and because they bother 
and keep us out of good lands? Are men 
who provoke the weak red men to re- 
taliation and make pretexts for massa- 
cres to be exonerated on the ground that 
they are fulfilling the law of the survival 
of the. fittest? ! 

The plea is a moral outrage. It is a 
disgrace to any people, especially a great 
nation of freemen who have set up law 
and equity as the supreme divinities of 
the temple. We are bound to give the 
Indians justice tempered with mercy and 
to be even more jealous in defending their 
rights and in punishing those who wrong 
and provoke them than in defending our 
rights and securing justice against them. 
They are the weaker vessels whom we 
have already wronged beyond the power 
of compensation.

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THE BANKERS’ OOMBINE AT WORK, 


Another striking proof of the solid- 
arity of the banking interests of New 
York and London is offered in the news 
of Friday’s raid on the gold reserve 
and the steps taken to check it. : 

After the raid on the Treasury which 
resulted in the issue of bonds to the 
Morgan-Belmont-Rothschild syndicate, 
the Post-Dispatch pointed out how har- 
moniously the bankers of London and of 
New York worked together for their 
mutual interests. The London bankers 
ordered gold and the New York bankers 
withdrew it from the Treasury under an 
agreement to divide the spoils when the 
Government should be forced to issue 
bonds. 

The agreement was faithfully kept. 
When the bond syndicate secured its rich 
bargain with the Government the fat 
was distributed around among the finan- 
cial magnates with the understanding 
that all would support the obligation to 
prevent the shipment abroad of Amer- 
ican gold. The syndicate has been en- 
abled to maintain this obligation so well 
that it was released from half ot its 
obligation to supply the Treasury with 
foreign gold. How thorough the under- 
standing of mutual support and profit in 
the game of grab is may. be judged from 
the fact that when the syndicate’s good 
faith and interests were threatened by 
Friday’s withdrawals for export the 
Bank of England came to its rescue and 
reduced the purchasing price of American 
gold one-quarter ofa penny.

“The office of the society ts No. 311 Com- 
mercial Building. Mr. G. B. Reid is Pres- 
ident. Mr. Otto Claus, the North St. Louis 
druggist, has been for some time acting 
secretary. He is one of the heaviest stock- 
holders, and has for some time given his 
services gratuitously, hoping, with the 
other directors, to pull through.” 

Mr. Hollinshead is the heaviest stock- 
holder. There are no floating debts and all 
the association owes is to its own members. 
The failure is attributed to the hard times 
and the difficulty of selling stock. The as- 
sociation has further been embarrassed by 
having eight or nine pieces of idle real es- 
tate on hand, which, with the bonds of bor- | 
rowing members, will aggregate from $7,500 
to $8,000—which is about what is due to the 
stockholders.

Perry Lewis’ Electric Wagon Pushes 
Itself Along: 


Perry Lewis’ new electric carriage % a 
success, Lewis is 21 years old, an inventor 
by nature and an Edison in embryo. His 


electric carriage has been the talk of St. 
Louls these two years, but until recently 
it was something like Darius Green's flying 
machine in that he usually had to walk to 
his home, 3014 Morgan street, whenever he 
went out with it, from whatever point it 
happened to pee. Now he has it perfected, 
and it proved all that could be desired last 
Friday night. 

True it stopped out at Grand avenue and 
Olive street, and the six occupants had to 
coast home, but that was the fault of a de- 
fective armature, easily remedied and hav- 
ing nothing to do with the principal of the 
motor, 

The trial trip was made from Perry's 
home at 2:30 a. m. yesterday. The dull 
white body sped up Luchs avenue from Gar- 
rison, with no visible means of locomotion 
at about fifteen miles an hour. The big hill 
from Channing to Grand avenue on Olive 
street was climbed with ease, but at the 
top the armature proved to have been un- 
skillfully wrapped. 

Lewis has Seen electrifying the neighbor- 
hood from his father’s barn since he was 14 
years old, and has a miniature electric rail- 
road in operation there. His horseless car- 
riage has thirty storage batteries under the 
seats, and is capable of accommodating six 
persons. With the “quadrupler”’ motor a 
ratchet wheel is connected, fitting into a 
cogged wheel solid with the axle. An elec- 
trie car “controller” regulates the speed, 
and the batteries, stored in ten hours, will 
run it twelve miles an hour for four hours. 
A foot brake and steering brake, controllin 
@ horizontal cog-wheel turning the fron 
axle, completes the equipment.

There are 21,449 wills and letters of hdmin- 
istration on file in the office ofthe Probate 
Court of the city of St. Louis. 

They begin away back yonder in 1822, 
the first being the will of Gabriel 
OCerre, of which Antoine Soulard and 
Julie Soulard, nee Cerre, are the witnesses, 
and August Chouteau the executor. This 
will covers thirty-seven large and closely 
written pages, all in French, and the seals 
of the witnesses are made with the rings 
they wore. There are annual settlements 
and statements for twenty years following. 
a large amount of land and property being 
disposed of. The box containing these 
papers is thick with black smoke, and it 
would take the services of a French chim- 
ney sweep to get properly at the contents. 

The earlier wills on file, particularly those 
of prominent families, are nearly all in 


French. Even that of August Chouteau 
bearing date of 1830, is in this foreign lan- 
guage. ,

And it is an extraordinary circumstance 
that Alexander McNair was elected Gov- 
ernor through sheer force of onal popu- 
larity and not from any political causes. 
He was a member of the first Constitutional 
Convention, which framed an o ic law 
that held and controlled the people of Mis- 
souri for nearly half a century and which 
might not yet have been Petes but for 
the blind passions and prejudices of the 


war. 

The first Governor of Missouri is enti- 
tled to credit also for having defeated, in 
a straight test of persorfal strength, one 
of the most popular men of his day, Capt. 
William Clark, who had served issourt 
as Governor of the ee until her 
admission into the Union. apt.

Bath-rooms in recently built houses are 
light and cleanly and in all respects attract- 
ive. The rooms are heated, often by a cosy 
open fire of coals, by a gas log or by register 
or radiator. The walls, ceiling and floor are 
erfect exam- 
ple of this tiling is that in the thing apart- 
ment formerly used by Mrs. Vanderbilt 
in her Fifty-seventh street mansion. The 
ceiling of this room, which is very high, is 
light blue, intersected by minute gray lines 
im a gauze work so perfect that it is almost 
Impossible to believe that stone can give the 
appearance of sky and fleecy clouds seen 
floating overhead. 
The most approved material for the tub 
itself is porcelain, having what is techni- 
cally known as the Royal Worcester glaze. 
Undecorated tubs of this material cost 
about $65, but elaborate and artistie decora- 
tions often bring the price up to $250. Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt was the first to have a 
bath cut from solid marble. Following his 
example, Mrs. Astor and the late Mrs. Paran 
Stevens also had tubs especially cut for 
their use. There is nothing better than por- 
celain, however. 
There is now on exhibition in the ware- 
rooms of a leading tub-maker the exact 
counterpart of a bath furnished by him for 
Emperor William. The bath is of solid 
china, seven feet long, very wide and low. 
The sides and ends are decorated in gold, 
with flower panels. The water supply is 
controlled by three valves, having china 
handles, degerated to match the body of 
the tub and marked respectively Kalt.“ 
“Warm,” Brause.“ Beside these valves 
are two depressions in the rim, to be used 
as soap jars: Unlike some other modern 
tubs, the water enters from the bottom 
and a flood-stop prevents its overflow. 
Besides the body bath nearly all modern 
bathing apartments are provided with nee- 
dle, spray and douche stack. This may be 
built separately, in which case it usually 
occupies a corner of the room inclosed by 
marble slabs, while a separate drain pro- 
vides for carrying the water away. A plan 
less elaborate, but fully as satisfactory, 
is to have the shower directly over the tub. 
From a circular rod overhead hangs a rub- 
ber curtain which may be drawn around 
one in the form of a tent. This prevents 
splashing and directs all of the water into 
the tub below. The center of the shower- 
pan has an open pipe controlled by a valve, 
which cuts off the water from the spray and 
sends it in a single spreading stream upon 
the bather when a douche is required. 
Either the bedet or sitz bath is consid- 
ered essential to all properly regulated 
bath-rooms. These, too, are made of solid 
porcelain with rolling rims, and in case of 
the bedet an edge of hard wood. An onyx 
vet with handsomely painted china 
basin, is considered the most correct form 
for this article of bath-room furniture, 
In fact, Plexican onyx is recommended by 
all fash ble plumbers generally for all 
forms of bath-room trimmings. Hidden 
plumbing is; of course, a thing of the past. 
One of the most artistic faucets is that 
in the bath of Mrs. Henry Clews. Silver 
Swans ourve their graceful necks over the 
rolling rim of a $500 porcelain tub, and 
from their half-opened mouths the water 
flows at the touch of a button. 
Aside from the baths there are numerous 
appurtenances. There are soap-jars of sil- 
ver or of handsome china hanging in the 
corner of the bath or standing within reach 
on a marble table. Sponge-racks, also of 
Silver, take a form similar to the coasters 
used for wine bottles. When one has many 
sponges each must have its separate holder. 
On the side table are innumerable small un- 
guent-boxes, all of silver, glass bottles with 
silver tops, and, most important of all, a 
silver powder-box of giant size in which 
is fitted an immense powder puff which 
men, no less than women, consider neces- 
Sary to use after the bath. 
A novel feature of the bath-rooms in a 
new Fifth avenue residence ef a rich Wall 
street man is an arrangement for under- 
clothing in a small closet built in the wall. 
Long, narrow doors to this cubby-hole are 
made of mirrors, which give no idea of 
what lies beyond. Upon touching a spring 
the mirrors fly apart and disclose under- 
garments of silk or lace, or what you will, 
carefully stored away by the valet or maid 
whose business it is to keep the stock sup- 
plied with the proper kind. A large closet 
opens at the side of the bath-room, where 
towels, soaps, perfumery and all other de- 
talls of the toilet are kept by an attendant. 
Enameled white paper—that with rough 
ficures, but washable—makes an excellent 
covering for the alls of less luxurious 
bathrooms. In the recent remodeling of a 
country house nearly one hundred years old, 
a delicate lemon tint was chosen for the 
bathroom. A white and lemon painted 
linoleum stretched upon the floor gave every 
appearance of inlay, and was as easily — 
clean. An enameled iron tub, a nicely 
chosen marble slab for the basin, which 
was pure white, and the latest improve- 
ments in closet fixtures completed this care- 
fully planned bath. wood was dis- 
carded, except in window and door frames, 
each inclosing ground glass. 
The uncompleted mansion of C. P. Hunt- 
ington, at Fifth avenue and Fifty-seventh 
street, has a handsomely constructed Turco- 
Russian bath occupying almost the entire 
basement.fiocr.. The equipment is as com- 
plete as any public bath, and the decora- 
tions much more artistic. The plunge is 
50 feet long by 20 feet wide. In some other 
New Yor houses swimming-tanks are 
found, one of the largest being that in the 
apartments of F. G. Bourne at the Dakota. 
The Breakers, Cornelius Vanderbilt’s New- 
pert residence, is the only private house the 
throoms of which are provided with run- 
ning salt water as well 3s fresh. This neces- 
sitates four pipes to each tub. At Biltmore, 
George Vanderbilt’s North Carolina home, 
there are twenty-one royal porcelain baths 
each six feet three inches in length. The 
Astor house, at Sixty-fifth street and Fifth 
avenue, has nine similar baths, each with 
its quota of silver-plated pipe. 
The bathrooms in W. K. , Vanderbilt's 
house were fitted out at a cost of $5,000 each.

Proof Strong From Holy Writ That 
Ezekiel Rode a Wheel. 

Elizabeth Cady Stanton, in a charmingly 

written article on The Era of the Bicycle”

I see by an article in one of the neighbor- 
ing newspapers of late date that a syndicate 
of brewers from Chicago and Milwaukee 
have purchased 100 acres of land adjoining 
the association grounds, and are about 
erect a large brewery. Whether the in- 
creasi liberality of the management has 

uc this syndicate to select this beau- 
tiful spot upon which to erect a brewery I 
am not advised. If such should prove to be 
the fact, however, it will be the first case 
on record where damaging consequences 
have resulted from a more tolerant, a more 
liberal sentiment. 

As prohibition is strictly enforced at all 
spiritual camps, there is no reason to sup- 
pose our Methodist brethren will not be 
able to protect their guests against the in- 
fluences even of a brewery in close proxim- 
ity.

While I will not presume to say all Spirit- 
valists are proof against these drawing at- 
tractions, I realize that the better influences 
from the spirit side of life, which are be- 
lieved to always pervade spiritual camp 
meetings, will be sufficient to pees these 
camps as long as they are continued. . 

The longer one remains at one of these 
quiet, commodious camps, surrounded by-~- 
so much that is beautiful in nature, embel- 
lished by art, and has formed many new 
acquaintances and renewed old ones, it is 
of course with more reluctance one leaves. 
Eapecially is this the case after spending 
some weeks at Lily Dale. 

But as my life has been one of change, 
my friends will not be surprised to hear 
from me at this old and popular camp on 
the beautiful little Lake Pleasant, which 
covers an area of 100 acres and is surround- 
ed by a heavy growth of all kinds of for- 
est trees known in this latitude. This is the 
oldest spiritual camp in America. It is sit- 
vated in Franklin County, Mass., three 
miles from the Connecticut River, on the 
Hoosac Tunnel Railroad, midway between 
Bosten and Troy, 100 miles from either. 

The camp was opened in 1874 and - 
have been held annually from that time to 
the present. After contending with some 
adverse circumstances, on account of title 
to property and bad management, it seems 
at present to be in a flourishing condition, 
and rapidly improving. There have been 
erected a new auditorium and several new 
cottages since last season and there are 
now more than 300 cottages, many 
tents, one hotel, one dancing pavilion, gro- 
cery and dry goods stores, etc. 

The central location of this camp renders 
tt readily aceessih from meny cities and 
arge towns. Among them are Boston, 
Providence, Albany, Troy, Springfield, Sar- 
atoga; and New York is within six hours 
by railroad. 

Being readily accessible from so many 
important points the large pavilion is de- 
voted to dancing parties every afternoon 
and evening, except Sundays, and being lo- 
cated so far from the auditorium, no in- 
convenience is feit, and frequent excursions 
from the surrounding country are seen 
occupying this grand hall. 

The Association employs a fine band of 
brass and string instruments, by the sea- 
son, and they are kept pretty constantly 
employed in the different portions of the 
grounds during the day and evening. 

This deing the first Week of the camping 
season at ti camp it was opened by a 
grand ball at the new auditorium as a kind

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Mr. Henry W. Ewing, editor of the Jef- 
ferson City Tribune, is a remarkable in- 
stance of success in journalism without 
previous preparation for the work. 

Mr. Ewing’s father was made Judge of the 
Supreme Court from Ray County in 1870. 
He had been on the Supreme bench pre 
viously by appointment, and hence was not 
unknown to the public records. He had long 
been a citizen of St. Louis, and it was here 
that his oldest son, Henry, was born. It 
was here he grew to manhood and secured 
a first-class education—an education which 
found its perfection in a final course at the 
Missouri State University at Columbia. 
Judge Ewing held the Supreme Judgeship 
only a few months when suddenly sick- 
ened and died. This left a ‘at responsibil- 
ity upon Henry, for the family was large 
and there was no money in sight to main- 
tain them. Henry, in consequence, became 
an applicant for the clerkship of the court. 
He was elected and held the office for many 
years the fter. 

Mr. Ewing saved his earnings, bought a 
home on the outskirts of Jefferson City, 
which to this day is the envy of the town, 
and eventually purchased the Jefferson City 
Tribune, of which he became the principal 
owner in 1881. 


Mr. Ewing retired from the Supreme Court 
clerkship in 1884, and since then has de- 
voted himself entirely to the business of 
his newspaper. 

Perhaps no man in Missouri is better 
known than Henry W. Ewing. His long 
residence at the capital has enabled him to 
form the friendship and acquaintance of 
everybody in the State whose friendship and 
acquaintance are worth having, and he has 
done a vast deal for those who aspire to 
prominence. 

Mr. Ewing’s oldest sister (now deceased) 
married Senator Cockrell; his next oldest 
married Mr. Wilkerson of St. Louis, a part- 
ner in the firm of Hargadine, McKittrick 
& Co.; his third oldest married John R. 
Walker of Boonville, now United States 
District Attorney for the Western District 
of Missouri; his youngest sister married 
Maj. Thos. O. Towles, Chief Clerk of the 
House of Representatives at Washington. 
His oldest brother, Dr. Charles B. Ewing, 
is a surgeon in the United States Army, 
lately at Jefferson Barracks, while his 
youngest brother, E. B. Ewing, is a writer of 
no ordinary ability. 

In short, Editor Ewing has accomplished 
more for himself and his family than any 
other Missourian under similar circum- 
stances. Moreover, he has done much for 
his friends, and is always glad to help 
those who need his assistance. He is a 
clever writer and a good business man.

It is not 
by the many, but by the few, that the taxes 
of the country are principally paid, and all 
talk to the contrary is refuted by the of-

The editor admits that all Federal reve- 
nues (those for national expenses) are raised 
en 8 

This admission is an acknowledgment that 
the masses pay the bulk of federal taxes, 
because indirect taxation falls wholly on 
consumption, in other words, on those who 
buy for home or personal use and thus 
take out of the channels of trade the things 
upon which the taxes are originally assessed. 
All tariff and internal revenue taxes are of 
this character and the masses, the wage- 
earners and tenants of the land pay them. 
But there is another important considera- 
tion in connection with this. Tariff taxation 
raises the price of foreign made goods to 
the extent of the tax. This enables the 
Americah manufacturers to join trusts, 
which with scareély an exception they have 
done, and raise the price of domestic produc- 
tions to the same extent, which the masses 
also pay, although the Government realizes 
nothing thereupon. Single-taxers contend 
that there are very few direct taxes levied 
either for national, State or municipal pur- 
poses. Poll taxes are direct, and, taxes that 
are paid by the owners of homes in which 
they find their personal residence may be 
admitted as direct, although in many cases 
said owners never earn a cent of money with 
which such taxes are paid. Let us point 
out the analogy between what are admitted 
in said editorial as indirect taxes and those 
which the editor contends are direct and 
which the wage-earners and tenants have 
no hand in paying. Foreign made goods on 
which tariff taxes are levied are shipped to 
this country in the name of the buyer, hence 
they become the property when landed of 
those to whom directed. These importers 
pay the taxes on them at the custom-house. 
Isn't that a direct payment of taxes by the 
owners of property? 

It certainly is, but they become indirect 
because the goods change hands and the 
purchasers pay them with a profit to the 
seller in an increased price laid upon them. 
All domestic takes, such as State and mun- 
icipal, which fail on stocks of goods, license 
taxes or business enterprises, hawkers’ li- 
cense and all others whieh can be figured as 
an element of expense in trade are paid by 
those who buy or hire for personal use. 
As the masses of the people are the great 
consuming population, it is easy to see from 
the foregoing that a large proportion of 
local taxes is paid by tenants and wage- 
earners, because in all the United States a 
multiplicity of such taxes as I mention 
are in existence. As to real estate taxation, 
it is all paid indirectly by tenants, except 
in the cases noted above, i. e., those who 
occupy their own homes. It is true that 
the taxes are p in at the public treasury 
by comparativ few persons, but the im- 
pression the tor seeks to impart is that 
in the collection of these taxes the masses 
are in no wise affected. In attempting this 
he is either ignorant @ the incidence of tax- 
ation himseif or is trying to deceive his 
readers. Owners of real estate which is oc- 
cupied by tenants attempt to realize a clear 
percentage of profit therefrom above all 
expenses, hence, as taxes on real estate are 
an elément of expense, the tenant pays the 
tax to the landlord, who merely acts as the 
agent for the government in the collection 
thereof, and it is probable he charges a 
commission for the part he plays, and the 
tenant also pays that. 

It may be said that the landlord pays the 
tax if the property is not tenanted, which is 
true, but the same point could be raised in 
the case of the importer of foreign goods, or 
the distiller of Kentucky corn juice whisky. 
if the goods are not disposed of the owner 
pays the tax. Now, taking the paper’s own 
object lesson, let us see who pays the bulk 
of the State and municipal taxes: 

In 1890, when Robert PF. Porter took the 
last census, there were in New York city 
312,754 families, of which number 292,966 
families occupied tenement houses or rooms. 
There were also 8,188 homes mortgaged, the 
mortgagee paying all taxes, leaving but 
11,610 families with homes free of debt. 
This last number includes all the muiti- 
millionaires who pay what little taxes they 
cannot escape out of the milions they filch 
from the masses every year through the 
possession of special privileges. 

There is but little more to say, and that 
is that in the last analysis it will be found 
that all the taxes are paid by those who 
have no hand in the fixing of prices either 
for what they have for sale or what they 
wish to buy, and those are, first, the great 
agricultural classes those who farm the 
farms—and, second, the wage earners, 
skilled and unskilled, who have nothing but 
their labor to sell. These constitute more 
than two-thirds of the population of the 
land, and are the main stays of our repub- 
lican institutions, Those ‘‘farmers’’ who 
farm the farmers and other plutocrats who 
menace the country with an oligarchy of 
wealth filched from the buncoed, populace 
are the classes whom the Globe-Democrat 
takes pride in pointing out as the only tax 
payers, but who really pay nothing for the 
support of the government. P. C.

NEW SPECIES 
OF WILLOW 


A Harvard Professor's Discovery 
in Jackson County, Mo. 


Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

Charles 8. Sargent, Professor of Arbori- 
culture at Harvard, is now about com- 
pleting the sixth volume of his Sylva of 
North America.” In this volume he treats 
exhaustively of the many varieties of the 
willow, which abound in all portions of the 
United States; He recently made a trip to 
Jackson County, Missouri, in search of a 
new species of willow and returned with a 
complete description of a variety of the 
tree never before discovered. It will occupy 
a prominent place in his volume on the 
North American trees. He considers his 
long trip well repaid him and will give to 


the students of trees,another topic of dis- 
cussion. 

For many years the deep, alluvial bottom 
of the Missouri River in Jackson County 
have been noted for the heavy, growth of 
the willow, which luxuriated in impene-

trable thickets and defied the advance of 
the farmer. Among these trees was a giant 
willow which towered above the rest, and 
this tree attracted the attention of Mr. B. 
F. Bush, who is in the service of the Mis- 
souri Botanical Gardens at St. Louis and 
whose home is at Independence, Mo.. He 
made this tree a study and came to the con- 
clusion that it was of a different species 
from any willow he had yet examined. 
Mr. Bush is a personal friend of Prof. Sar- 
gent, and, knowing that he was issuing a 
volume in which the willow would take a 
prominent place, called Prof. Sargent's 
attention to his — The result was 
the trip to Missouri.
